Andrew Mair was born February 18, 1856, 
at Gaswater Ayrshire, Scotland, to Allen 
and Mary Murdoch Mair. 

Andrew attended school a short time in 
Scotland.

Andrew's mother married Daniel McMil- 
lan, a village blacksmith, in 1872. Andrew 
soon learned the trade from his stepfather 
and from then on until the time of his death, 
in 1924, he was blacksmithing, and was very 
efficient.
